Borough pulls together after worst snowfall in years 


The army had to be enlisted to 
dig Epsom out of trouble after 
the heaviest snowfall in almost 
20 years. 

Epsom suffered the highest snow¬ 
fall in the south-east with a massive 
31cm of snow falling within 24 
hours. 

As the mountain of complaints 
about the state of the borough’s 
roads grew as high as the snowdrifts, 
Surrey County Council was forced to 
call in the military. 

Soldiers from Deepcut Barracks in 
Surrey armed with shovels dug away 
snow from outside Epsom General 
Hospital and the community hospi¬ 
tal in West Park where the lorries de¬ 
livering food had been unable to 
reach the hospital. 

The county council also recruited 
the Red Cross and St John Ambu¬ 
lance and borrowed their four-wheel 
drive vehicles to help essential work¬ 
ers get through the blocked roads.

The snowfall was met with a num¬ 
ber of acts of heroism. 

One district nurse, Julie Ricketts, 
employed by Central Surrey Health, 
walked for three hours through thick 
snow to give specialist treatment to a 
sick patient. 

Another nurse, Sue Cook from Tad- 
worth, who works at Leatherhead 
hospital, managed to get a lift with a 
4x4 driver. When they got to Epsom 
they helped to pull a stranded ambu¬ 
lance from a snowdrift. 

After finishing her shift at Leather- 
head she got a lift half-way to Epsom, 
continued the rest of the way on foot 
and then did another shift at Epsom 
General Hospital before staying 
overnight at a local hospital. She 
then reported back for an early shift 
on the wards. 

“I am so proud of everyone - every¬ 


one has gone the extra mile to help 
out,” said Trish McGregor, co-direc- 
tor of Central Surrey Health. 

Administrative staff and staff 
whose regular clinics had been can¬ 
celled reported to the community 
hospital to work as nursing assis¬ 
tants. 

Staff at Epsom General Hospital 
slept at the hospital on Sunday and 
Monday nights to avoid the risk of 
not being able to get to work while 
non-medical staff helped out by tak¬ 
ing on other jobs. 

Others stayed nearby in hotels so 
they could get to work in the morn¬ 
ing and others offered colleagues 
who lived further away a bed for the 
night. “Everyone was pitching in to 
help out. There was a tremendous 
feeling of camaraderie,” said Antho¬ 
ny Tiernan, Epsom and St Helier 
University Hospitals NHS Trust di¬ 
rector of communications. 

Frontline crews and emergency 


dispatch staff who were on night 
shift at the South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance Service, which runs its Surrey 
control centre from Banstead, stayed 
at work on Monday to cover for col¬ 
leagues who could not get to work. 

The meals on wheels team based at 
Longmead also managed to walk to 
work and struggled to deliver meals 
to vulnerable housebound residents. 

A spokesman for Surrey County 
Council said: “We got in touch with 
the Army and they have come in to 
help us out. We have been very busy 
running gritting operations 24 hours 
a day and have been dealing with 
main roads first to get people moving 
and we are moving on to other roads. 

A spokesman for the MoD said: 
“The military provides assistance to 
a wide range of civilian emergencies 
wherever we can.”

Donation pulls in tractor 


A disabled riding centre wel¬ 
comed the arrival of a brand 
new tractor thanks to this 
newspaper’s publishers. 

The Gannett Foundation, 
which donates money to organ¬ 
isations in the areas where its 
newspapers are distributed, 
gave £5,180 towards a new trac¬ 
tor for the centre, based in Car- 
shalton. 

“It’s a grand lass,” said presi¬ 
dent of the Diamond Centre 
Robert Mathews. “It is an abso¬ 
lute godsend, it will be getting 
used every day and we are very 
grateful to the foundation for 
donating the money.” 

The tractor, which was deliv¬ 
ered last Wednesday, has al¬ 
ready been given the name 
“Kango” by its new owners.

“We ran the last one into the 
ground, we had her for 18 years 
so hopefully this one will last 
even longer,” said Robert. 

The tractor has its work cut 
out. The centre has two large 
arena’s in which disabled rid¬ 
ers learn to ride, and Kango 
will be maintaining them 
every day in between the cen¬ 
tres packed teaching sched¬ 
ules. 

President Robert said: “We 
have a waiting list of two years 
just for the classes. The in¬ 
structors are out there teach¬ 
ing in the morning, noon and 
night.” 

The centre, which also trains 


riders to be instructors caters 
solely for the disabled and has 
been open since 1974. It holds 
show jumping events through¬ 
out the year in its indoor and 
outdoor arenas. 

Despite its obvious populari¬ 
ty, it does not receive any char¬ 
itable or Government funding 
and has to pay its £260,000 a 
year running costs on dona¬ 
tions and fundraising alone. 

Linda Paul, one of the cen¬ 
tres administration assistants 
said a few years ago, the future 
of the centre looked bleak. She 
said: “About five years ago it 
wasn’t looking good but it has 
picked up since then. It is a 
great place and the children 
love it.” 

President Robert Mathews 


said being involved is very re¬ 
warding. “Whether it’s a smile, 
or whatever, it’s wonderful to 
see these kids enjoying them¬ 
selves.” 

Apart from the obvious en¬ 
joyment youngsters get out of 
it, horse riding offers thera¬ 
peutic benefits. Hippotherapy 
uses the movement of the 
horse as a therapeutic tool. By 
using a sheet instead of a sad¬ 
dle allows riders to benefit 
from the warmth of the horse 
and to feel the normal move¬ 
ment through their pelvis.

the number of infections. 

Each ward is measured 
against key targets for four 
months. It will record their 
performance, and winners re¬ 
ceive a certificate as well as a 
£1,000 cheque. Nurses and staff 
on the ward will decide how 
the money is spent, with a 
focus on improving patients’ 
experience on the ward.

A security guard died after a 
sexual fetish went wrong, an 
inquest heard last week. 

Ralph Santiago, 31, a former 
Glyn Technology School pupil 
was found dead in a toilet cubi¬ 
cle wearing a wetsuit, Welling-

ton boots and a gas mask, on 
July 22 last year. 

His body was discovered by a 
colleague in an office block in 


Reading, where he had been 
working overnight for the first 
time. 

The inquest heard Mr Santia¬ 
go, of Surbiton, had printed in¬ 
formation from a website 
explaining how inhaling “pop¬ 


pers” through a gas mask can 
cause sexual arousal. 

A toxicology report found 
that he had some alcohol in his 
system and Dr Sukhvinder 
Ghataura, who carried out the 
autopsy, said it was likely he 
died of cardio-respiratory ar¬ 
rest because his lungs were 
filled with blood. 

Berkshire coroner Peter Bed¬ 
ford recorded a verdict of 
death by misadventure, adding 
that it was a risky activity that 
he was entitled to do in his own 
time, but which had gone tragi¬ 
cally wrong. 

Mr Santiago was understood 
to have died just days after 
being best man at his friend 
Jag Khabi’s wedding. 

He had been living with Mr 
Khabi and his fiancee in a 
house in Beresford Avenue for 
about a year and the couple 
were on their honeymoon 
when the accident happened. 

Next door neighbour Valerie 
Nourse expressed her shock at 
the cause of his death and paid 
tribute to Mr Santiago. 

She said: “He was a truly nice 
man. He used to knock on my 
door to make sure I was all 
right after my husband died. I 
can’t believe he has done that.”

Bearded wonder dies 


An Epsom-born cricket leg¬ 
end has died after contract¬ 
ing Legionnaire’s disease on 
a tour in Dubai. 

Bill Frindall, BBC’s Test 
Match Special longest-serv¬ 
ing cricket scorer, covering 
more than 350 test matches 
from 1966 until his death, 
died aged 69 on Thursday. 

Mr Frindall, who was born 
in Epsom, went to Reigate 
Grammar School and studied 
architecture at the Kingston 
School of Art, before under¬ 
taking National Service in 
the RAF for seven years. 

He was nicknamed “Beard¬ 
ed wonder” by BBC cricket 
commentator Brian John¬ 


ston because of his beard 
and for his ability to re¬ 
search obscure cricket facts 
at the same time as keeping 
perfect scorecards. 

For the last 23 years, Mr 
Frindall edited the Playfair 
Cricket Annual, a publica¬ 
tion with detailed career 
records and potted biogra¬ 
phies of current players. In 
2004 he was appointed MBE, 
and his autobiography, 
Bearders: My Life in Cricket, 
was published in 2006. 

Mr Frindall is survived by 
his wife Deborah Brown and 
their daughter, and three 
children from his first mar¬ 
riage.

Gritters earn their salt 


As the snow swept in bringing the 
rail system to a complete standstill 
for two days and the road network 
to a halt, Surrey’s gritters were on 
24-hour duty but were unable to 
cope with the Siberian weather.

No funerals were held at the Ran¬ 
dalls Road crematorium in 
Leatherhead for two days because 
undertakers could not manoeuvre 
hearses through the snowy roads 
and families who wished to attend 
the services were stranded, unable 
to travel. 

All buses were cancelled on Mon¬ 
day because the roads were too 
dangerous for them to operate 
safely but by Tuesday some routes 
were back in actions. Others could 
not run because the routes had not 
been gritted. 

Steve Whiteway operations di¬ 
rector for Quality Line, the Epsom 
based bus company, said: “The 


roads in Surrey are a complete dis¬ 
aster - the council needs to get its 
finger out. 

“We could have had the drivers 
in on Monday but we couldn’t run 
a service - it was too dangerous - 
the roads were too treacherous.” 

Drivers grabbed spades and 
shovels and recruited help from 
neighbouring firms to clear the 
road near the depot. 

Pedestrian Chris Kennedy from 
Ashtead said “The A24 even on 
Tuesday afternoon was a complete 
farce with cars skidding about and 
a lorry stuck. It obviously hasn’t 
been gritted, or at least not for sev¬ 
eral days.”

iFENSAl LLOYD'S 
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‘Caught in a nightmare 
- or a brutal murderer’ 


The man who brutally mur¬ 
dered Matthew Demko took 
the time to make sure he was 
dead, the Old Bailey heard 
today 

Summing up, the prosecution 
said Michael Jordan, charged 
with killing Mr Demko, was ei¬ 
ther “an unfortunate man 
caught up in a nightmare or a 
brutal murderer”. 

Jordan, 25, from Links Road, 
Ashtead, is accused of murder¬ 
ing Mr Demko by hitting his 
ex-public school friend Mr 
Demko over the head with a 
metal barbell and strangling 
him with wire in the garage of 
his family’s house, on Friday, 
April 4, after failing to repay a 
£3,000 debt. 

Jordan told the court some¬ 
one entered the garage while 
he had gone to the house to 
pick up a CD. 

Prosecuting, Mr Austen 
Smith said a robber would not 
have beaten Mr Demko up to 11 
times but also strangled him 
with wire. 

He said: “Whoever killed Mr 
Demko, they wanted to make 
sure he did not survive.” 

The jury heard how no one 
else would have known where 
to find the weapons and were it 
a chance robbery the only ac¬ 
cess was through the front of 
the garage and so it would have 
raised suspicions. 

Mr Austen Smith claimed 
there was no DNA evidence to 
indicate a third party and Mr 
Demko showed no signs of tak¬ 
ing any defensive action. 

The court heard about the al¬ 
leged money worries between 
the two men, who were both 
drug dealers in the Ashtead 
area. 

Mr Demko would buy drugs 
from a dealer called Bertie and 
then distribute them over the

weekend. But in the two weeks 
leading up to the murder, he 
was unable to take the trip to 
Fulham to buy the drugs. 

The prosecution said Mr 
Demko’s landlord had admit¬ 
ted he was on the verge of 
throwing Mr Demko out as he 
had not paid the rent. 

Meanwhile, Jordan was 
frivolous in his spending, the 
court heard. 

Michael Austin-Smith QC 
said: “To give the defendant 
money was like giving an alco¬ 
holic the keys to the brewery.” 

Jordan allegedly kept putting 
off giving Mr Demko the 
money he owed him until the 
dispute came to head on the 
night of Friday, April 4. 

Mr Austen Smith said: “Mr 
Demko was in no mood for 
playing around. It was seri¬ 
ous.” 

Jordan denies murder. 

The trial continues.

Mayor is ‘suffering from 
stress and exhaustion’

The Mayor of Epsom and 
Ewell, Councillor Alan 
Winkworth, has taken a break 
in his mayoral duties suffering 
from stress and exhaustion, 
according to fellow councillor 
Robert Leach. 

After seven months in which 
he fulfilled more than 200 en¬ 
gagements the mayor is also 
suffering from bronchitis fol¬ 
lowing a debilitating bout of 
flu, said Coun Leach. 

He wrote to the Epsom 
Guardian following allega¬ 
tions that the mayor appeared 
to be drunk at an event at 
Epsom Playhouse which led to 
the second complaint about his 
behaviour, the first involving a 
council meeting. 

“At neither of these was the 
mayor drunk” said Coun 
Leach but he accepted that the 
mayor’s speech at the Play¬ 
house gave rise to speculation. 

His incoherent speech was 
down to very strong antibi¬ 


otics, bronchitis and exhaus¬ 
tion rather than alcohol, he 
said. 

“After seven months in the 


demanding role of mayor, Alan 
suffered from stress and ex¬ 
haustion combined with physi¬ 
cal ailments just before 


Christmas. The physical ail¬ 
ments include the flu, or some¬ 
thing similar, but medical tests 
are continuing to determine 
any other problems,” he wrote 
to the Epsom Guardian. 

“Alan was not drunk at civic 
functions. I spoke to him just 
before each occasion, and he 
was sober but tired. The pic¬ 
ture you printed of him hold¬ 
ing a beer was taken at a 
completely different function. 

“In recent years, there have 
been several councillors, in¬ 
cluding a Conservative, who 
have not been able to perform 
all their duties because of ill¬ 
ness. The view of all other 
councillors has always been to 
be sympathetic and support¬ 
ive.” 

Conservative councillor Sean 
Sullivan lodged two com¬ 
plaints against Councillor 
Winkworth, the second imme¬ 
diately after the Playhouse 
event held to mark the Epsom 
theatre’s 25th anniversary.

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Calling time on the 
Huntsman’s Hall pub 


The oldest pub in Worcester 
Park has served its final pint, 
150 years after the first Victori¬ 
an customers sauntered 
through its smoky saloon 
doors. 

The Huntsman’s Hall, based 
on Central Road, has called 
time on a history dating back 
to the late 1850’s, and will be re¬ 
placed by a new lounge bar 
after a six week refurbish¬ 
ment. 

Blighted by a bad reputation, 
the pub closed its doors for the 
final time just after Christmas. 

A man who lodged at the pub, 
who did not want to be named, 
said it has been a tough time. 
He said: “I was living above the 
pub up until it was locked by 
bailiffs. I don’t know what was 


going on. 

One former regular at the 
pub, John McCormack, 51, said 
he is sad to see the Huntsman 
go. He said: “It used to be a 
great place to go, but nobody 
had been going there for a 
while.” 

The pub’s rich heritage dates 
back to before 1861, a time 
when only the aristocracy in 
England could vote, and the 
American civil war had begun. 

Local Historian David Rymill 


said it is unclear precisely 
when the pub opened. He said: 
“I don’t have an exact date of 
construction, but I have nar¬ 
rowed it down to between 1856 
and 1861. 

“As the railway arrived in 
1859 and the original name was 
the Railway Tavern, it seems 
likely it arrived around the 
same time, although whether it 
was opened in time to serve the 
navvies building the railway, 
or only in time to cater for the 
passengers, is not, I think, 
known.” 

A spokesman for Punch Tav¬ 
erns said: “The Huntsman is 
closed for a short time, as the 
current operator is assigning 
their lease to an incoming 
licensee. 

“The agreement is due to 
complete in the next week, at 
which point the in-going li¬ 
censee plans to begin a six 
week refurbishment project to 
transform the pub into a 
stylish lounge bar. 

“We look forward to working 
closely with the new licensee 
to help them build a success¬ 
ful, sustainable business that 
is a credit to the local area.”

Conditions ‘appalling’ in 
St Helier maternity wards

New mothers are being forced 
to endure poor conditions on 
maternity wards at St Helier, a 
former patient has claimed. 

The Sutton Guardian was 
contacted by a concerned par¬ 
ent after she gave birth in a 
room where paint was flaking 
from the walls, and salts escap¬ 
ing from the plasterwork. 

The woman, who gave birth 
last November and did not 
want to be identified, said the 
conditions were “appalling” 
and was “something you would 
expect to see in a poorer Euro¬ 
pean country, not the UK.” 

When she and her partner 
asked to be moved, they were 
told that no other rooms were 
available. 

An Epsom and St Helier Uni¬ 
versity Hospitals NHS Trust 
spokesman said it recognised 
that some parts of the materni¬ 
ty unit needed urgent atten¬ 
tion, but pointed out the unit 
was undergoing a £2.25m pro¬ 
gramme of refurbishment that 
would be completed in the 
summer. 

But Member of Parliament 
for Carshalton and Wallington 
Tom Brake said the conditions 
were “unacceptable”, and 
were evidence that the hospi¬ 
tal urgently needed an extra 
£140m in long overdue invest¬ 
ment. 

Local MPs have been cam¬ 
paigning for a quick decision,

“It is for this reason that we 
have undergone a major 
£2.25m programme of works to 
completely overhaul and refur¬ 
bish the unit. This incorpo¬ 
rates the labour ward, 
neonatal unit, antenatal ward 
and gynaecology wards and 
maternity reception area.”

“reinvigorated” to stay in poli¬ 
tics after supporting several of 
Coun Theobald’s campaigns 
last year. 


Coun Pickles said the pair 
would now work on priorities 
such as improvements at St He¬ 
lier hospital, improving the 
look of the ward and condi¬ 
tions for council tenants. 

He said: “It’s about having 
the freedom to represent peo¬ 
ple without having to ask what 
we can and can’t say first. 

“The Liberal Democrat-run 
council has only paid lip-ser¬ 
vice to St Helier so far and it 
still has the same problems as 
when I started. It’s time for a 
change.” 


Coun Pickles has been sitting 
on the council for six years. 
His former Tory colleagues 
branded him as “inflammato¬ 
ry” when he called for an end 
to unlimited immigration.

Tories are calling for a council 
tax freeze to help cash- 
strapped Sutton residents 
through the recession. 

Council bosses are busy 
putting together this year’s 
budget and the ruling Liberal 
Democrat cabinet, which un¬ 
veils its plans publicly this Fri¬ 
day, has said it will strive to 
keep the annual rise in council 
tax as low as possible. 

But Sutton Tory finance 
spokesman Councillor Tim 
Crowley said Conservatives 
had uncovered £llm of taxpay¬ 
ers money in council coffers 
which could be used to fund a 
tax freeze. 

He said that while it was pru¬ 
dent to set aside money for a 
“rainy day”, job losses and 
hard times for many house¬ 
holds showed that it wasn’t 
raining in Sutton but “pour¬ 
ing”. 

A tax freeze was needed to 
help residents make ends meet 
and help keep spending in 
their pockets to help boost the 
borough’s economy, he said. 

The Conservatives feel so 
strongly about the issue they 
have taken out a full-page ad¬ 
vertisement in this week’s Sut¬ 
ton Guardian newspaper. 

Coun Crowley said: “Sutton’s 
Lib Dem Council leader has 


the power and the cash to 
make life that little bit easier 
for local people by not putting 
up council tax. 

“He is sitting on upwards of 


£ 11m of taxpayers’ money. 

“We, as Conservatives, are 
asking him to use some of it to 
help residents in this harsh 
economic climate.”

Sutton Council’s executive 
member for resources Council¬ 
lor John Drage said the Con¬ 
servative’s approach was 
problematic, because reserves 
could only be used once. 

He said if the council used 
the £llm reserves to finance 
the revenue budget in 2009/10, 
it would be faced with having 
to make massive cuts in ser¬ 
vices or having to make a huge 
council tax increase the follow¬ 
ing year when economic condi¬ 
tions may not be any easier. 

Coun Drage said: “Is this sen¬ 
sible financial management? 

“We fully agree that any 
council tax increase needs to 
be kept as low as possible but 
this needs to be done in a way 
that is sustainable and not just 
a one-year wonder. 

“The opposition’s proposal to 
use reserves to keep the coun¬ 
cil tax down is like taking the 
tiles off the roof to pay the gas 
bill. 

“It is bad economics to win a 
cheap headline.” 

He added: “It is much more 
sensible to use reserves to help 
fund non-recurring items of 
expenditure to help the local 
economy and we will be mak¬ 
ing proposals along these lines 
on Friday.”

‘Awful’ results

“From my point of view, I worry that I 
will be able to sell the stock I have 
bought in to sell in the next six months. 

“Niche markets might be more able to 
survive, but if you have a product 
which is not so different from what oth¬ 
ers are selling, it is going to be very 
hard.”

Testament to 
this is the fact nearly 100 
MPs have signed a new Early 
Day Motion calling for better 
enforcement of the Hunting 
Act. 

Seventy five per cent of the 
people in the UK do not want 
to see a return to cruelty. It’s 
time the Countryside Al¬ 
liance et al accepted this and 
stopped complaining about a 
law which prevents them en¬ 
joying their so called sport.

The Bank of England’s deci¬ 
sion to cut interest rates to an 
all-time low of 1.5 per cent is a 
welcome boost for homeown¬ 
ers and prospective buyers. 

The decision takes the base 
rate to its lowest level in its 
315-year history, lowering the 
monthly repayments for many 
mortgage customers on vari¬ 
able and base rate tracker 
products.

RENTAL MARKET PATCHY - 
IT COULD DO BETTER LATEST ARLA SURVEY SHOWS

However, capital values of rental properties 
appear to be showing signs of stability. Away 
from prime Central London, where falls of 4.3% 
for houses and 12.8% for flats have reversed the 
increases seen in August, the South East saw falls 
of 4.9% for houses and 5.9% for flats. 

By contrast, outside London and the South East, 
values for rental houses actually rose by 1.5%. 

For flats, the capital values fell by 3.8% over the 


three month period. 

Commented Ian Potter, ARLA Head of 
Operations, "This suggests that the oversupply of 
new build flats in some areas may be coming to 
an end as local authorities, housing associations 
and bargain hunters take up the slack. This has 
also helped to stabilise rents in some areas." 

The average weighted value of houses to rent is 
£400,400, down from £414,800. There are big 
differences by area. The average value for prime 
central London is £828,900, compared to not 
much more than a third of that in the South East 
at £306,000, and around a quarter, £221,800, in 
the rest of the country. 

Overall, the average fall in value of houses in the 
rental market is 8.3% in the past year. 

For flats, the weighted average for prime central 
London is nearly half a million, compared to 
£191,400 in the rest of the South East and 
£144,300 in the rest of the UK. 

Overall, average values for flats have fallen by 
10.6% in the past year. 

With increasing numbers of "Reluctant 


Landlords" coming to the rental market while 
waiting for a better time to sell, there is an 
oversupply of property to rent. This is 
particularly noticeable in prime central London. 
There, average weighted rents for houses are 
down by 2.5% over the quarter, largely driven by 
the dechne of 8.1% in the prime central London 
market. This compares with small increase of 1% 
in the South East and virtually no change in the 
rest of the country. 

Average rents for flats are down 9.3%. Again this 
is a result of falls in London and the south east. 
Away from the South East, rents have dropped by 
an average of only 2%. 

Said Ian Potter, "These falls are inevitable given 
that so much of the London market is driven by 
the international financial services industry and 
the ripple effect this can have on the market 
generally." 

Average monthly rents for houses range from 
£3,177 in London to £924 away from the South 
East. For flats the range is from £2,051 to £553. 
The majority of tenants continue to stay on in a 
rental property for well over a year, with nearly 


three out of five staying in place for more than 18 
months. Despite these extended stays, which have 
been a feature of the market for three years now, 
the number of new tenancies arranged through 
ARLA member letting agents also remains 
virtually constant, at an average of 36 new 
tenancies this quarter against 38 last quarter. 

Four fifths of all respondents believe that 
immigration from the new EU counties continues 
to have an effect on the rental market, with more 
than a quarter saying that this effect remains 
"Significant."

W e were taught at 

journalism college to 
write our stories as if 
we were telling a yarn to our 
mates down the pub.

ly reincarcerated to serve the 
remainder of his sentence. 

Is Bigg’s profiting from the sale of 
this book? 

“No, he won’t get anything from 
this book, we will be lucky if we 
even break even,” says Gray. 

“Biggs was penniless in Brazil, 
people criticised him for posing in 
the papers with naked girls but he 
had no money and kids to support. 


“He was a painter and decorator 
before he got involved with the 
train robbery, his role was to 
provide a train driver, that was it. 
Why are they still punishing him? 
He didn’t kill anyone.” 

The rumours on the Web are that 
Biggs could be released this year. 
The Guardian even quotes Gray as 
saying Valentine’s Day, something 
he now disputes: “Ronnie Biggs 
will not be freed on Valentine’s 
Day, his parole application is not 
expected to be processed until later 
this year. 

“He is a frail old man, he is being 
fed through a tube in his belly 
button and can’t speak. 

“At the very least, he should be 
transferred to an open prison 
instead of the high-security jail in

Economy is very much the buzzword 
right now and, while we’re all used to 
hearing it in the context of fuel used 
and emissions, it can relate to other 
aspects of motoring, too, writes 
Richard M Hammond. 

As drivers, we’re used to being 
spoiled with modern cars and their 
ever increasing lists of luxurious 
standard equipment. 

That means that every now and 
then it’s nice to be presented with a 
car that doesn’t simply try to cram 


in as much equipment as possible 
before it oversteps the reasonable 
price barrier, but instead crams in 
the kind of equipment that might 
actually be useful to specific users. 

Economising on some luxuries 
means the SR specification 308 
station wagon benefits from some 
useful additions that will place the 
model squarely in the sights of the 
business user. 

The SR specification model gets a 
neatly integrated Bluetooth phone 


system and a handy removable 
sat-nav with dedicated mounting 
point and power supply. 

For the business driver who needs 
a capable load carrier, but is likely to 
spend their time talking on the move 
and trying to find obscure buildings 
on gigantic trading estates this 
makes a lot of sense. And a capable 
load carrier the 308SW is. 

As well as boasting a wide boot 
door, it also features the added 
practicality of a separate glass 
hatch. Opening it independently 
requires less space and effort than 
opening the whole of the boot door. 

It may not seem like much, but it 
could make a lot of difference to 
those whose time is precious. 

Time spent on the road will not 
only be more productive thanks to 
the business-like Bluetooth and sat- 
nav editions, it’s also very comfort¬ 
able. While some manufacturers go 
for the ‘wrap around’ sports car 
effect in their cabins, Peugeot has 
opted for a more traditional set-up in 
the 307 SW that affords the front 
passengers a feeling of spaciousness. 

It’s easy to find a comfortable 
driving position, although the gear 


lever sits quite low in relation to the 
steer-ing wheel, meaning drivers with 
shorter arms may need to drop the 
wheel to its lowest position. 

At least that keeps it out of the way 
of the centre console; a neat affair 
that features a sensible ratio of 
buttons to menus. The gear change 
itself is robust and accurate with a 
short throw, while the pedals are 
weighted well and the brakes very 
sharp. Making good use of Peugeot’s 
impressively efficient diesel FAP 
engines, the 1.6-litre HDi model is 
eager and frugal. Torque feels 
plentiful low down in the rev range, 
meaning the model is happy to make 
steady progress at low rpm. 

The six-speed gearbox means it 
continues to rev at a sensible level 
on the motorway while, around 
town, the decent torque output 
means fewer gear changes and 
reasonably swift throttle response. 

There’s a springy feel to the ride 
quality, which is far from unpleasant 
and ensures the 308 corners with a 
degree of enthusiasm, although you 
couldn’t call it sporty. In fact, it 
almost feels as if the suspension is 
pre-empting load carrying duties,

to thwarting car thieves 

Safeguard yourself and your vehicle 



Car keys are set to be one of 
the most sought after items 
for criminals in 2009. 

A new study reveals that 90 
per cent of high value car 
thefts in 2008 involved the use 
of the original keys to steal 
the car. 

Nine in 10 of these thefts 
also involved the keys being 
stolen directly from the owner 
or their home. 

The car industry’s use of 
immobilisers and factory- 
fitted security may be cutting 
the absolute number of cars 
stolen, but an analysis of 
1.3 million policyholders’ 
claims during 2008 by esure 
car insurance shows that 
this may have led to an 
increased risk to individuals 
and their homes as they 
become the subjects of car key 
crime. 

According to esure’s figures, 
81 per cent of all high-value 
car theft occurred as a result 
of criminals acquiring stolen 
car keys through burglaries 
from the policyholders’ 
homes, carjackings or 
assaults. 

The remaining nine per cent 
involved either the theft of 
keys from gym lockers, ‘owner 
close by’ thefts where cars are 
stolen with the keys in the 
ignition but the owner is close 
by (ie petrol stations and 
newsagents), or the unautho¬ 
rised taking of keys by family 
members. 

Gordon Hannah, head of 
claims at esure car insurance, 
said: “It is especially alarming 
that thieves who used to 
target cars directly are now 
resorting to the much more 


sinister crime of seizing keys 
directly from the owners or 
their homes by forcible 
means. 

“Hot wiring a car has 
largely become a thing of the 
past, but while improved 
security is cutting the overall 
number of car thefts, it is also 
shifting the threat to individu¬ 
als. This is why it’s essential 
never to flaunt car keys and to 
keep them secured and out of 
reach of criminal hands at 
home or when out and about.” 

Esure tips on avoiding car 
key theft include: 

• Never leave your car keys 
visible in your hallway: It is 
too easy for a thief to see them 
through the letterbox and 
then decide to break in or use 


a ‘hook and cane’. 

• Never leave your keys in 
the ignition when buying 
petrol, opening the boot or 
popping into a shop. An oppor¬ 
tunistic thief can easily drive 
an unlocked car away so long 
as the keys are there. 

• Never hang up your jacket 
with the car keys in it. Keep 
them on your person and out 
of view at all times - whether 
you’re at work or in a public 
place. 

• Be careful with your car 
keys at the gym. Thieves have 
been known to follow car 
owners into a gym and then 
target their locker. Hand 
them to a member of staff, use 
a gym with CCTV, or just keep 
them with you at all times 


rather than in your locker. 
Consider a neck chain, put 
them in a zipped pocket, or 
buy a waterproof case for 
them if you’re using the 
swimming pool. 

• During winter months, 
never leave a car engine run¬ 
ning to ‘defrosf’it. This is one 
of the most common causes of 
car theft using the original 
keys. 

• If you have a garage use it. 
Consider clearing out your 
garage to use for your vehicle 
rather than storage space to 
draw less attention to your car 
from passing thieves. 

• Bolster your home 
security measures. With more 
car keys being stolen as a 
result of break-ins, consider 
reviewing your home security 
to include a burglar alarm, 
window locks, a bolted-down 
domestic safe, and light 
timers. 

• Drive with your doors 
locked. To reduce your risk of 
being a victim of a carjacking 
incident, keep all of your 
doors locked when driving 
your vehicle - especially when 
in slow moving traffic or town 
driving. 

• Carry your car keys 
securely. Don’t carry your car 
keys in a trouser pocket. Use a 
zipped jacket pocket or a neck 
chain. If using a handbag, put 
keys on an inside key clip if 
possible, zip or fasten your 
bag securely at all times, and 
carry it close to your body 
using a diagonal strap if 
possible.
